It may not be amiſs to obſerve, in this 
Place, that the Linnen Manufacture, ũpon which the Proſperity of this 
Kingdom ſo greatly depends, is but of a very modern Original. The 
Learned Profeſſor Rollin, in his Introduction to the Belles Lettres, Part 
iv. Chap. 2. aſſures us, the Antients wore no Linnen Shirts ; and aſ- 
ſigns it as a Reaſon that made the Uſe of the Bath ſo abſolutely neceſſa- 
ry among them. Though this, being a negative Propoſition, is not 
capable of a direct Proof, yet to confirm it, we are told by a noted 
French Hiſtorian, (Monſtrelet) that, four hundred Years ago, a Queen 
of France was profuſe enough to have no leſs than two Linnen Shifts. 
What is called fine Linnen in the Antient Writers, both Sacred, and 
Profane, ſeems to have been no other, than ſome of the Cotton Manu- 
factures of India. The Progreſs of the Flaxen Manufactures, in fo 
ſhort a Period of Time, is no leſs wonderful than the firſt Invention. 
It is indeed one of the moſt ſurprizing Incidents in modern Hiſtory, 
Nor is it probable, that any of the boaſted Artes perditæ of Antiquity, 
. If recovered, would be either of ſo great Uſe, or Ornament to Man- 
kind, a9 this.
